Building Your Home on Paper 


By JOHN ANDREW ROSS, Home Planner 


OU might not think that ruffled apron pockets would 

have anything to do with planning homes, but they 

do! Just the other day our Domestic Science Expert 
requested me to increase the depth of the space I had 
planned for a refrigerator “because the door fastenings 
of refrigerators catch in apron pockets so.” And another 
member of our Board of Plans recently pencilled a note 
on a sketch “increase size of vestibule closet four inches 
to make room to store card table.” So you see that the 
architect of today must be a many sided person or he 
must have the advice and help of many people of varied 
experience. Here at Gordon-Van Tine Company we take 
no chances, for while I design the homes, they are ex- 
amined and criticized and amended by sixteen others be- 
sides myself—our Board of Plans. And from the examples 
I give above you can see what a searching, careful scrutiny 
they get. 

Our first aim and object is, of course, that they have 
the beauty, the architectural style you want in your home. 
The day when any kind of a box with windows and doors 
cut in it and a porch tacked on would do for a house is 
gone. For you have discovered that beauty need not cost 
more and you demand the same good looks in your home 
that you do in the car you drive, the dress or suit you buy, 
the watch you carry. And to give you that beauty, that 
style, Gordon-Van Tine have gone back into our own his- 
tory and regained the beauties of the Colonial Cottage, the 
Dutch Colonials and the early California types, and 
adapted them to modern conditions; and we have bor- 
rowed ideas from England, France and the Mediter- 
ranean countries, retaining all the beauties and distinctive 
qualities of these types. You will find them all in this 
book. 


You Live Inside Your Home 


But we realize that beauty alone is not enough—that 
handsome exteriors do not by any means make a good 
home plan; for after all, you live inside your home, not 
outside it. Room proportions must be right—windows 
placed to provide proper light and cross ventilation and 
yet leave the necessary wall spaces for furniture. Doors 
must be hung so they will not interfere with each other 


when opened. Kitchens must be planned so the light falls 
on the sink and worktable, and in the whole arrangement 
the comfort and privacy of each member of the family 
must be considered. 

When I see the casual, hit-and-miss way many houses 
are planned and built it amazes me. And when I see the 
discomforts people put up with, simply through lack of 
foresight, it is distressing. Why I know a house where the 
front door is so narrow they have to hoist the furniture 
in the window! And I was in another home recently where 
the owner and the contractor had done the “planning” to- 
gether and the space they had provided for the bathtub 
was so small they had to put in a four-foot tub—and the 
owner is six feet two inches tall!

And the kitchens, with everything in the wrong place, 
making the work just twice as hard as is necessary.

The illustration to the left shows the 
other material that goes on the outside 
of the house; note the sheathing (No. 2 
Yellow Pine, the best grade used for such 
purposes) which is nailed onto the stud- 
ding is not just plain boards but ship- 
lap. It has a joint like this B=5SSS8 
which makes a lap and keeps the wind 
out much better than just square edged 
boards. Then we use heavy building 
paper between the shiplap and the sid- 
ing or side wall shingles. And note the 
quality of these roof and wall shingles; 
these are the finest that are made—l100% 
vertical grain—l00% clear—l00% heart 
wood—milled from the finest red cedar 
timber. There are other grades of shingles 
also made from red cedar but they con- 
tain considerable flat grain, will not stand 
up half the time, and they have many de- 
fects in them. From Gordon-Van Tine you 
get only the absolute best. 

Outside mouldings are either White 
Pine or Fir. These two woods stand the 
weather, do not warp, twist nor rot from 
exposure to the weather. They cost us con- 
siderably more but they mean a permanent, 
long lived home. Notice, too, that all frames 
are White Pine and all windows also.

Paint—Quality Brand Mixed Paint furnished for 
three coats for all outside work. Special porch 
floor paint furnished for porch floors. Unless 
otherwise instructed we will ship paint in col- 
ors as shown in plan descriptions.

Douglas fir, Cut-to-Fit, bundled and marked, 144-inch treads,

The firepot is made in two heavy corrugated cast sections. These 
will not crack from contraction and expansion as will a one-piece 
firepot. The radiator is of horseshoe type, specially designed to 
facilitate easy cleaning and carries heat from the center of the 
firepot entirely around the furnace before reaching the smoke flue. 
The heat from fuel burned in the Van Tine goes into the house and 
not up the chimney. 


Four extra heavy triangular revolving grates insure a clean fire 
at all times. Clinkers are cut up as the grates revolve. Deeply 
grooved joints at edges where castings join insure a smoke-proof 
job. 

The casing is extra heavy, with upper section double lined with
